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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 2-4 are objected to because of the following informalities: in claims 2-4, 
line l,"An antenna" should be -The antenna- . Appropriate correction is required. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vannatta 
et al (the US Patent No. 5,977,916). 

The Vannatta et al reference teaches in figure 2 an antenna apparatus for receiving 
or transmitting radio waves at two different frequencies, comprising: a pair of antenna 
elements 252,254 having different resonant frequencies, and a pair of phase shift circuits 
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260 for shifting phase of the radio waves, wherein feed points of the pair of antenna 
elements are connected to a radio circuit via the pair of phase shift circuits, respectively 
(col. 3, lines 20-25). One of the phase shift circuits which are coupled to the one of the 
antenna elements shifts phase of the radio waves so as to increase an impedance of the 
one of the antenna elements at the resonance frequency of the other one of the antenna 
elements. The phase shift circuit comprises a lumped circuit. The phase shift circuit 
comprises a distributed constant circuit (col. 3, lines 20-25).
